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The college also participates in hosting the 


Kansas State Teachers Association annual convention 
Which meets in Dodge City on alternate years.

It is impossible to know accurately how much 


these high school students and adults spend, but it 


Must run into thousands of dollars each year. 


Besides these events the college has its own 


cultural program each year which includes two full 


length dramas, one musical comedy, many public ap- 


pearances by the Conq Chorale and the college Cho- 
rus, the college Band, and the Vocal Quartets and 


other musical groups. The Christmas Vespers is a 
highlight of each Christmas season. Full partici-~

lege and the community, 


as well as providing a great 
cultural opportunity for our students, In addition 
the college Lecture Series brings famous personages" 
such as John Howard Griffin, Drew Pearson.

STUDENT EARNINGS 


Of our nearly 800 day school students, recent 
studies indicate that at least 500 make an active 
contribution to the economic life by part-time work, 
The economic value of their goods and services is 
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Rot easily calcuable but must be considerable, ap- 
_ proximately $300,000 a year. 


All in all, it might be conservative to esti- 
mate a $ value to Dodge City College of $2,000,000 
a year, spread over a wide variety of Dodge City and 
Ford County businesses. Actual county taxes to sup- 
port the college in 1967-68 will be $268,000.
